The groom was Dr. Seth liastman, a 
ship surgeon recently attached to the 
steamship Finance. He left his ship 
several weeks ago and took rooms ut the 
hotel, where two physicians attended 
him, They found him suffering from 
galloping consumption, and told him 

last week that there wus no hope for his 
recovery. His father and other rela- 
tives hurried on from Concord, I>. H., 
and Miss Dulziel came in response to a 
telegram. There had been a romantic 
courtship between her and the surgeon, 
who was 10 years her senior. She is a 
fine looking girl, with luxuriant auburn 
hair and bright eyes, und is 22 years 
old. She was devotedly attached to 
the young physician, and at her desire 
a clergyman was called ill and the 
lovers were married. Yesterday the 
bridegroom died of heart failure. 

Married Balk of Tbeu. 

Buffalo, Oct. 22.— In 1882 Jacob 
Schwlnn was shocked to hear of his 
wife's elopement with Clias. A. Boeck. 
The couple went to Hamilton, Out., but 
afterwards settled in Toronto, where 
Boeck kept an umbrella store. Schwinn 
instituted divorce proceedings, but the 
matter was dropped and Schwinn died, 
leaving his property to Betsy and La- 
viniu Schwinn, his daughters. About 
two months ugo Koeck came here from 
Toronto and abducted Laviniu, a girl 
about 18 years of age. The other 
daughter, who is much younger, was 
taken seven years iie;o. Lavinia hud 
been living with Mr. Wagner and Mrs. 
William .Schwinn, her uncle ami aunt. 
A sequel bus now taken place, the girl 
Lavinia, it is said, having married 
Boeck, leaving the mother out in the 
cold. Boeck and the girl ute reported 
to huvo visited Buffalo, obtained some 
of her clothing and then departed. The 
property left to the girls cannot be 
touched until they reach their ma- 
jority. Mrs. Schwinn, their aunt, is 
trustee, of the estate. It is thought that 
Mrs. Jacob J. Schwinn will probably re- 
turn to Buffalo. The elder daughter, 
Lavinia, will soon come into possession 
of her own property, as she is now 18 
years of age.

To Colonize Fnlesllnr. 

PmSHlTRO, IV., Oct. 22.— A Hebiew 
colonization society numbering GOO 
members has been organized within 
the last two months in Pittsburg. The 
organization is known as "Tho Lovers 
of Zion,". and its object is to colonize 
Palestine with American Hebrews. 
About 1 ,800 colonists have gone from 
this country already for this purpose. 
This is the outgrowth of a movement 
begun in Europe several years ago a- 
mong the Hebrews of the middle and 
lower classes to encourage immigration 
to Palestine to once more make 
Jerusalem the capital of the orient. 
The president of the local organization 
is K. Raphael, and H. Malocnowski is 
secretary. Thus far three Hebrews 
huvo been returned to the holy land 
through the influence of the Pittsburg 
branch. 

Cruelty In ii n Orphans' Home. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 22. — Four lads es- 
caped from tho St. Joseph's Orphans' 
Home this morning, and were captured 
at an early hour by the police and taken 
to the Central station. They came here 
from Vincennes when the institution nt 
that place was burned. They admitted 
that they had started to run away from 
the home, and boldly declared that their 
treatment for mouths past had been 
such as to make them hate the institu- 
tion. They claimed thut the punish- 
ment at tho homo is very severe, tho sis- 
ters twisting their hands and heating 
them on the ends of their lingers with 
rulers. One of them exhibited a mushed 
finger nail, which he said had been 
broken from the stroke of a ruler. They 
all agreed in their statements of cruel 
punishments, and said it was a custom 
te tie large sticks of wood to the lower 
limbs of the boys and compel them to 
drag these about the grounds. Their 
Stories impressed every one who heard 
then), and Superintendent Travis, who 
provided a breakfast which he saw ray. 
enously devoured, thought ho much of 
them that he called the attention of 
Secretary Snyder of the Humane So- 
ciety to the alleged inhumanities, and 
lie in turn gave notice to Attorney 
Charles MartlndaJe of the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Children. 

ANOTH I0K OCEAN CABLE. 

The Canada Atlantic Will lie In the Field 
Next Year. 

Ottawa, Oct. 21. —K. U. Dobell, of 
Quebec, bus been hero interviewing 
members of the government in connec- 
tion with the Canada Atlantic Cable 
Company, of which lie is promoter and 
projector. Ho reports ovory arrange- 
ment, so far us necessary, to have been 
perfected, and that tho cable is a solid 
fact. The work will be commenced 
next year, and will be pushed forward 
vigorously. 

Tlio capital expenditure of the com- 
pany is estimated at f 1,(100,000. One 
of the principal manufacturing com- 
panies of Loudon has tendered to pro- 
vide, lay tu>d guarantee a cable of the 
most approved typo for 81,500,000. It 
will thus cost one-tifth less than that of 
the Commercial Company's cable. 

The cable will extend from near Glow 
Buy, In Ireland, to Greenly Island, in 
tho straits of Belle Isle, and will ho 
1,000 miles long.

The HtaU of the Prince of Wales' Health

Reichstag Spoech. 



A REMARKABLE TRIAL FOR MURDER. 

LONDON, Oct. 22.— At Clqnmel, Tip- 
perary, last evening, Patrick Dillon, a 
young farmer, was committed for trial 
on the charge of murdering his father 
by beating hill] about the head with a 
stick in February, 1888. The case is a 
most remarkable one. The doctors who 
at tended the old limn ill his last illness 
certified that death was due to natural 
causes, and it was not until June of this 
year that un ox-soldier named Byrne, 
who was discharged from the army with 
a bad character, accused young Dillon 
of the crime. The government took the 
case in hund und ordered an exhuma- 
tion of the body, which took place last 
month. When the coffin was taken up 
a small hole was noticed in the lid over 
the head of the corpse, and the body 
was turned over in such u manner us to 
lead to the inference that the man was 
not dead when buried, and must have 
turned in a dreadful struggle for life. 
The surgeon who conducted the 
post - mortem examination discovered 
a small hole behind the ear, 
where several fractures radiated. 
This wound, the doctors positively de- 
clare, was not on the old mail's head 
when they attended him, but it must 
have been inflicted during life or soon 
after death before decomposition com- 
menced, The prisoner declares the 
whole affair is a diabolical conspiracy 
against him, concocted by Byrne out of 
personal spite, and he suggests that 
lJyrne .voiit to the graveyard soon after 
burial, dug out the earth and drove a 
small piok-axe through the coffin into 
the head of the corpse, delaying accusa- 
tion until lie thought nature would have 
obliterated all traces of the crime save 
a fracture in the skull. Several wit- 
nesses, one of them Byrne's son, have 
sworn that they saw Patrick Dillon 
beating his father, but, on the other 
bund, the hole on the head was in line 
with the hole in the cotlin lid, and 
Byrne paid more than one night's visit 
to the lonely graveyard at Mullinahon. 
Plenty of people believe in young Dil- 
lon's innocence and will assist htm at 
his trial. 

LORD Stanley's successor. 
It is hinted in otlicial circles that 
Lord Stanley is not going to remain his 
full term of office us Governor-General 

of Canada, but that he will return to 
England to take part in the next gener- 
al elections for the British Parliament 
as a supporter of Lord Salisbury and 
prospective member of the cabinet. It 

is said that Queen Victoria is anxious 
that the Earl of Fife, her new grand- 
son, shall he assigned to the post of 

Governor-General of the Dominion. It 

was through the interference of the 
Queen that her son-ill-law, Lord Lome, 
was sent to Canada instead of the Duke 
of Manchester, who had been previously 
nominated for the position. The po- 
sition of Governor-General of one of the 
larger colonies is regarded as attaching 
an importance to the rank of the incum- 
bent, and in the case of Lome, as it 
would be in the case of the Karl of Fife, 
it partly atoned for the crime of having 
no royal blood in his veins, in the eyes 
of his royal mother-in-law, by giving 
him u prominence he could in no other 
wuy obtain. 

THE PRINCE OF WALES' HEALTH. 

It is stuted that the Prince of Wales 
has been warned by his doctor that \w 
has Bright's disease. The startling state- 
ment is made that the Prince may not 
live a year. 

Tho Queen has been thrown into grave 
despondency by the tidings of the 
Prince's illness and is living a more se- 
cluded life than ever. Her bodily health 
however is better than for some years 
previous, and there has been no recent 
recurrence of those strange tits of pas- 
sion which have periodically seized her 
since the Prince Consort's death, and 
which two or three years ago made her 
intimates despair for her reason. She 
is devoting more time to state affairs 
and routine work than customary, and 
gives her evening's now almost entirely 
to listening to solemn music. Her 
mind is suffering severely from illusions 
about the intellectual abilities of her 
grandson, and eventual heir, Albert 
Victor. It is stated in semi-court cir 
eles that she is opposed to his marrying 
at all, but is desirous that the royal line 
be carried forward through his brother 
George. What value this rumor has 
cannot be learned, but it is certain the 
entire royal family is deeply disturbed 
over the whole question of succession. 

THE STKKGII TO THE REtCHSTAO. 

The Emperor's speech to the Reich- 
stag to-day is every where accepted with 
a feeling that it shows war to be much 
nearer than oven the most violent of the 
German army party dared predict. The 
speech leaves it more certain than ever 
that the relations between the Emperor 
and the Czar of Russia arc not such as 
to furnish any guarantees for the peace 
of Europe. Even the labored assurances 
which the speech contained of the Em- 
peror's confidence In his ability to pre- 
serve European peace, serve only to em- 
phasize the fact that this confidence is 

based upon the good, faith of his allies, 
and not ut all upon any belief in the 
altered attitude of either Russia or 
France.

MA RISE CONFERENCE. 

Washington, Oct. 22.— When the 
International Marine Conference met 
yesterday morning, Admiral Franklin, 
president, under a former resolution 
announced the following commit tees :

Richard; Germany, Capt, Moving; 
Great Britain, Capt. Erigatt; Russia, 
Admiral Kazuskoll'; Spain, Lieut.

Article 10, In regard to lights for 
open boats and fishing vestels, was then 
laid before the conference. Mr. HaP, 
delegate from Croat Britain, suggested 
that in view of tho fact that a confer- 
ence of European powers had been de- 
signed to consider the sitme matter 
north of Cape Finisterre, it would be 
wise to omit this portion of the sea from 
any rules that might bo adopted by the 
oonforenco. Mr. Goodrich, delegate 
from the United States, said that the 



rules adopted by this conference should 
apply toatl the world, and if any delegates 
desired to except their countries from 
their operation they could do so; 
but he thought he expressed the 
sentiment of a very large majority of 
the conference when ho said that they 
met to adopt in their wisdom rules that 
would be acceptable to the whole world, 
and whioh would be so general in their 
scope that no country would dosiro to 
be exempted from their operation. 

Article II was then taken up. The 
delegate from Italy proposed to strike 
this article out and incorporate it in 
article ,'t, section "B, Lights for steam- 
ers." Delegate Sampson, of the United 
States, proposed the following resolution: 

"That the white range lights bo sub- 
stituted for the present colored running 
lights, or that they be used in conjunc- 
tion with them." 

Delegate Goodrich proposed the fol- 
lowing: "Resolved, that in the opinion 
of the conference no change shall be 
made in the use of the present mast- 
head and colored lights.

DEEP WOE IN JAPAN. 



A Year's Floods Cause Appaliag 
Loss of Life. 



Twelve Prefectures Devastated and 90,000 
People Without Means of Subsistence 
-The Recent Disaster. 



San Francisco, Oct. 21.— The Relgic 
arrived to-night from Hong Kong and 
and Yokohama. Japanese papers state 
that complete returns from the prefec- 
ture of Arclli show that 085 people were 
drowned and 121 injured during the 
Hoods of September 11th, and that over 
1,000 houses were swept away. Thou- 
sands of acres of crops were destroyed. 

In u review of the calamities caused 
by the Hoods during the year 1889, the 
Japan Mail says: " Incomplete returns 
show that twelve prefectures have been 
devastated, 2,419 people killed, lo. r > 
wounded, and over 92,000 people de- 
prived of means of subsistence. More 
than 50,000 houses have been swept 
away or submerged, 150,000 acres of 
crops have been destroyed, about (i,000 
bridges washed away, and some hun- 
dred of miles of road broken up.

Opening orthe Reichstag. 

Berlin, Oct. 22. — The autumn ses- 
sion of tho Reichstag was formally 
opened to-day. The Imperial speech 
was delivered by Hei r Von Batticher, 
Imperial Minister of the Interior and 
ice-president of the Prussian council, 
who said : "The session, as those in the 
past, would be directed towards the se- 
curity of the peace at home and abroad. 
The co-operation of the Reichstag in the 
consolidation of the defensive power of 
the Fatherland, would be again claimed 

In order to further the development und 
efficiency of the army. A measure will 
be presented by the government amend- 
ing the military laws of May 2nd, 1874. 
It will provide for fresh distribution of 
the army, etc., and is intended to read- 
just existing irregularities of organiza 
tion which have arisen through strength- 
ening of the army and displacement of 
troops from time to time from this 
cause. A corresponding expansion of 
the naval power will arise and addi- 
tional expenditure will be set 
forth in the budget. Tho finan- 
cial statement to be presented presents 
not an inconsiderable increase ill 
its matrieular contributions of several 
states to the army as compared with 
those of the current financial year. It 
Will, however, greatly exceed the sums 
handed to the federal suites from the 
Imperial revenue. A new Socialist bill 
and a new banking bill will also be in- 
troduced. The speech recounts late 
events in Fast Africa, and says that 
Zanzibar's Sultan bus issued decrees pro- 
mising an abolition of shivery. To re- 
lieve the foreign office of n great in- 
crease of work, a colonial department 
will be created. The hopes expressed 
by the Emperor on November 22a, 1888, 
that peace would he sustained, have 
not only been realized but have been 
strengthened. As regards the future, 
owing to the relations which the Em 
peror has cultivated with the rulers of 
friendly and allied powers, thereby 
helping to strengthen confidence felt 
abroad in honest WVO of peace animat- 
ing the policy of Corinany justifies 
the belief that tho peace of Kuropo, 
based on existing treaties, will, Cod 
helping, be maintained in 1880.

They kept on the high seas 
They were not found fishing or hunting 
near the shore of United .States terri 
tory. They did what is lawful for 
honest men to do anywhere in the wide 
world. But the men who interrupted 
these honest toilers while pursuing their 
lawful calling on the high seas, who 
boarded their ships and took from the 
their papers and the skins of the seals 
they had killed, were the pirates 
or, rather, the Government which 
sent them todo this lawless work was 
piratical.

We find that the total output of coal 
in 1888 was 2,658,134 toriB, valued at 
tho p'.b's mouth at $5,259,832. This was 
tin increase over 1887 of 239,640 tons. 
Nova Scotia is tho greatest coal-pro- 
ducing pro vine • in tho Dominion. It 
produced in 1888 1,989,263 ton*, valued 
at $3,103,224 and employed 4,651 men. 
British Columbia cornea next. She pro- 
duced 548,017 tona valued nt $1,957,204 
anil there were 2,012 mon employed in 
her coal mines. Tho output in tho 
Northwest Territories was 1 15, 124 toiiB, 
valued at $183,354, and 390 men were 
employed. The increase of the coal pro- 
duct iu this province haa been very 
great. In 1874, only fifteen ycara ngo, 
the output of coal wus 81,547 tons. In 
1S84 it had increased to 39-1,070, and in 
1888, as we huvo shown, it was 548,017. 
The Canadian export of coal ia not 
large, being In 1888 only 588,027 tons, 
valued at $1,974,731. Of this British 
Columbia exported 405,071 tons, valued 
at $1,805,050. In 1874 this province 
exported 51,001 tons, of the value of 
827S,180. 

Tho total production of gold last year 
was 01,310 ounces, valued at $1,098,- 
010. Of this quantity British Colum- 
bia produced 36,278 ounces, worth 
801(5,731. Nova Scotia's product waa 
22,407 ounces, worth $130,939. There 
were produced in the Northwest Terri- 
tories, including the Yukon district, 
2,428 ounces, worth $41, 2(H). The gold 
exported from British Columbia, in that 
year was valued at $513,943. The re- 
port gives the total known and esti- 
mated yield of gold in this province 
from 1858 to 1888, both years included, 
at $54, 108,804. The value of the yield 
t if the gold mines of Nova Scotia since 
1S02 is estimated at $8,892,075. The 
average yield to the ton of quartz in 
that province has been $14.31. There 
port contains much information of inter 
est to those who are enquiring into the 
mineral capabilities of the Dominion. 

TEE NEW STATES. 

The four new states North Dakota 
South Dakota, Montana and Washing 
ton will soon he admitted into the 
Union. This will be done by proclama- 
tion as soon ns the Governors of the 
new states have formally notified the 
president of the results of the elections 
This will be the first time that four 
states wore admitted at once. The 
Union will then consist of FORTY-TWO 
states. The addition of the senators 
and representatives from the new 
states will advance the number of 
Senators from seventy-six to eighty -foil 
and of Bepresentatives from three hun- 
dred and twenty-fi . e to three hundred 
and thirty. The number of electoral 
votes too will be increased from four 
hundred and one to four hundred and 
fourteen. 

The addition of the new senators and 
representatives will strengthen the 
party in power. The Republicans have 
already majorities in the Senate and 
the House of Representatives, After 
the admission of the new states those 
majorities will be incrcasod. Parties in 
I'olh chambers will then be very evenly 
divided. The Republican majority will 
lie a small one, and if the British system 
obtained in the United States the Re 
publicans would he by 110 moans sure of 
1 four years lease of power. In the 
Senate the Republicans will number 4 
uid the Democrats 39. A majority of six 
according to British notions is too nar- 
row a one to be depended upon with any 
thing like certainty. In the Uouse of 
Representatives, whiih is analogous to 
our House of Commons, the position of 
the Administration is, according to our 
idea, still more ticklish. The Repub 
deans in that House will he 108 strong, 
while the Democratic minority will 
number 102. This gives the Govern 
merit six of a majority. A Canadian 
Government that could not count on 
larger majority than six would not feel 
secure for a single moment. A chnngi 
of four votes would convert the minor 
ity into a majority of two, and the Gov 
eminent would ho left in the lurch. 
But under the American system the 
Administration would not feel the 
least nervous if twice four members 
changed sides. They would be sure of 
their seats and their offices until the end 
of the presidential term if there was a 
majority against them in both the Sen 
ate and tbe'House of Representatives. 
The will of the people as expressed by 
their representatives in Parliament 
not supreme in the American Repub] 
In this respect the "model republic' 
less democratic than monarchical Gn 
Britain. No matter what the comph 
ion of congress may be for the next 
three years and more, the President's 
advisors will hold on to their offices. 
So it will be seen that Mr. Harrison's 
Administration is as safe with a major 
ity of six as it would he with a majority 
of sixty. This could not lie the case 
with Lord Salisbury or Sir John AIuc- 
donnld. 

Tho admission of the new states wil 
also add to the chances of the Republi 
cans at the next presidential election 
Three of the new states are decidedly Re 
publican, and only one of them Democra 
tic, and it is hy no means certain that it 
will stay Democratic for three years. An 
Influx of Republicans from the east may 
before 1892 give the Republicans a ma 
jority in .Montana. In that case tin 
vole of the four new states will be cast 
for the Republican candidate, Chang 
es, of course, may come, but tho general 
tendency since the lust, election hies 
been to strengthen the Republican 
party. 

EDI TORI A L COMMENTS. 
Harper's Weekly does not think 

that tho deliberations of the Pun-Amori- 
cun Conference will result in any ma- 
terial alteration in the trade relations 
between tho United States unci the 
Central and South American Republics. 
It considers that the trade policy of tho 
present administration and of those who 
give it their support is opposed to the 
extension of the foreign trade of tho 
United States. Hero is what tho 
Weekly says on the subject ; 

"Some form of commercial reciprocity 
is the object, and, as we huvo hereto- 
fore indicated, this must inevitably 
open the whole question of protection. 
Some ot the South American delegates 
liave conn; undoubtedly with 'their eyes 
open.' TilOSS froitl Chili cannot forget 
tile utlitndu of l hu United States aa ox- 
pre«sed by Secretary Blaine during tho 
Peruvian war. Those from the Argun- 
tine Republic perfectly understand the 



wool question, and will gladly enter into 
arrangements by which their enormous 
production of raw material can be turned 
to their greuter advantage. But just 
how such arrangements car bo effected 
with a country which excludes wool by 
high duties they may not botiblc to per- 
ceive. . . . Its tatcrcsts will be re- 
representeil in the Congress by dele- 
gates who aro tho peers of our own, and 
it seoms highly improbable that serious* 
results can be achieved by the Congress 
without concessions upon our part which 
can bo hardly expected. " 

It is protty nearly time that tho 
United States made some change in its 
policy of granting pensions. It ia said 
that it costs tho United States more to 
support tho men who had fought to pro- 
servo the union, their cousins and their 
aunts, than it docs for Germany or Q rent 
Britain to maintain its standing army. 
The pension list has been growing and 
growing until, last year, under the gen- 
erous administration of Corporal Tun- 
nel- it exceeded all bounds In 18/8 
the United States piiid out for pensions 
$27,000/(00. Then came the oro 
of big surpluses. The Government 
d more money than it knew what 
do with and there wus a party in the 
untry that was bound to spend the 
monoy however it might he managed. 
They would not listen to any proposal 
to lower the taxes. Its adherents 
hunted up every claim that had the 
slightest appearance of being sound and 
many that had no such appearance and 
presented them to Congress, Pension 
bills by the score were passed without 
being examined, and hundreds were re- 
jected by President Cleveland. But in 
spite of all he could do the pension list 
rose lust year to $88,000,000 and this 
year it is said it will mount up to the 
enormous figure of $1 10,01X),(MM). 
But Uncle Sam is rich and 
does not mind being cheated. 

As our readers know, slavery was 
wholly abolished in Brazil a little over 
a year 1 yo. It was predicted ■ that 
emancipation would be a failure. There 
were men in Brazil and elsewhere who 
confidently declared that the negro was 
unfit for freedom and that Brazil would 
be in a worse condition after 
emancipation than it was under 
slavery. There were others who, 
while they believed in the capabilities 
of the negro, considered that in Brazil 
he had not, after ao many years of 
slavery and irresponsibility, received 
the training necessary to make him 
a self-reliant, free citizen. But 
both the prophets of evil and the faint 
hearted friends of the colored men have 
been disappointed. The free negro of 
Brazil has done Well. This is what mi 
observer oil the spot says : 

"It has now been proved that the ap- 
prehensions and predictions of danger 
from emancipation were unfounded. 
The freedmen nave kept the pence, have 
made no attempt to overturn the social 
order of the empire, and have been dili- 
gent in doing the work for which they 
are paid 011 the plantations." 

This is the testimony of the Rio 
News. It is most encouraging to find 
that the freed negro in Brazil is peace- 
able, law-abiding and industrious.

A Notorious Confidence Man Nabbed 
After 11 Two Years' Chase. 

One of thj cleverest captures of n 
criminal made for Homo time took place 
in Westminster last Friday, by a trio of 
officois from California. 

In 1.S77, during the Los Angelea 
boom, a gang of the shrewdest sharpers 
and confidence man that ever infested a 
community dropped quietly into Loa 
Angeles. They were headed by that 
prince of Boufidelioo men, "Old Uoe" 
Chapman, and comprising tlie gang 
were tho notorious Abe Smnllmuii, 
Hughey Oarcy and Jimmy Hood. Tho 
crowd secured ologuntly furnished 
apartmonts at a suburban hotel, and 
each had a room in a fashionublo lodg- 
ing bouse, near to the biminess centre 
of the city. They were ready and anx- 
ious for work, and only wanted a 
"sucker to blow." 

They were not long before they found 
their game in the person of a young 
man named lionbriuk, possessed of am- 
ple means. They induced him to em- 
bark in a scheme which was to bring in 
handsome returns,and obtained a cheque 
for ?"2,. r )()() from the unsuspecting young 
man. The cheque was at once cashed; 
and with the money the sharpers dis- 
appeared. 

Bonbriok made no bones about it when 
lie found he had successfully enacted 
the role of "sucker" to tho gang, lie 
summoned the aid of the law anil made 
every endeavor to get Hood and Chap- 
man arrested. But no truce could hi 
found of the men. In due time tin 
grand jury mot and indicted both men 
When this was done Bonbrich offered 
$500 reward for Hood's apprehension 
All efforts to locate him were uiisueeess 
fill until about a month ago, when De- 
tective Brady of Los Angelea got word 
that "Old Doc" Chapman hud died 
short time before in Victoria. Brady 
knew all the gang, and he also knew that 
Hood ami Chapman had been Insofar 
able companions for years. Sheriff 
Aguirre of Los Angoloa county cam 
north and Brady came with him, an 
both came to Victoria. Here they 
located Hood. He was living at Now 
Westminster under an assumed name. 
Thither the officers proceeded at once, 
and the day of their arrival in N 
Westminster Brady saw Hood. He wua 
unknown to Aguirre. How to got him 
on United States soil was Hie next 
question. The oflicors finally resolved 
on a plan of action. Brady was to r 
turn to Victoria, while Aguirre was to 
be a "high rolling" stranger in New 
Westminster, who was to fall in with 
flood, play himself for a dupe and work 
bis man, if possible, into United States 
territory. lined speedily nabbud at 
Aguirre's bait anil won considerable 
money from hiin. It was finally agreed 
that llood should go into partnership 
with Aguirre and the two should "do 
.suckers" throughout British Columbia 
Aguiire represented himself as possessed 
of over $2,000, which was in bank in 
Seattle. Hood only wanted his money, 
and to work Win had agreed to the 
partnership arrangement. Aguirre 
urged him to wait in New Westminster 
until he returned from Seattle with his 
money. But Hood had urgent business 
at Seattle, too, and could not be dis- 
suaded from going along. He reached 
Uncle Sam's domain half drunk, was 
duly arrested on proper papers and 
bustled southward by Detective Brady; 
who followed at the heels of Aguirre and 
Hood from the time the pair stepped 
aboard the boat at Victoria. Hoed is 
now in Los Angeles, and after two years 
will have to face both bis victim and the 
law. The penalty for his offence is im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary for u 
long term of years.

ANOTH KR SENSATIONAL STORY 

Altegrd Plot to Rescne some of the Cranio 
Gang. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 22. — The Daily News 
»ay.s: The discovery has been made of a 
plot to rescue Martin Burke and Dun 
Cougblin from Judge McConnel'a court 
room one day next week, just before 
the adjournment of court. Judge Lohge- 
neeker bus been suspicious since ex- 
Sheriff James Healy, of Hancock, 
Mich., appeared hist Wednesday and 
asked permission to see Dan Cough, 
lin before court opened. Lobge- 
Decker, however, gave Healy an 
order on the jailer and arranged to have 
the visitor and the prisoner shadowed 
during the interview. The couple, bow- 
ever, were circumspect in their talk and 
the shadow learned nothing. Yesterday 
morning when court opened Judge 
Longenecker, who had been warned 
again by an Irishman who has spent 
both time and money in assisting the 
state, took a sly squint around the 
court room, anil, it is said, caught sight 
of ex-Sheriff Healy with a companion 
seated in the rear of the court room 
where the old-time hangers on generally 
find seats, Quickly diverting his gaze, 
he took a glance down the row of seats 
and recognized the forinH of several 
men who bad been pointed out to him 
during the week as strangers who 
would bear watching. He became un- 
easy, and for the first hour of jury get- 
ting hail little attention for the proof 
work on hand. The State's attorney 
took a position where he could watch 
without being seen and soon caught one 
of the strangers making signs, which, 
from Coughlan'B appearance, were under- 
stood by him. Soon after the signaller 
and a companion went out and were fol- 
lowed by two other strangers. Thoy 
were shadowed to a ticket office, where 
they made inquiries about a ticket to 
Vancouver. Mysterious signaling wus 
noticed between a stranger and Martin 
Burke. 

The News says : From these and 
other developments .1 edge Longenecker 
is greatly agitated, and is taking elab- 
orate precautions to prevent any at- 
tempt at reseue. 

From the points learned the News 
draws the inference that this is aClan- 
Na-Gao] plot gotten up in the interest 
of Coughtin and Burke, for the reuson 
that they are the two men who must be 
saved at alL hazards in order to prevent 
their confessing and implicating men 
whose necks are thought to be worth 
much more to the elan.

FROM LONDON. 

The DocUra, bint of the Salmon Fleet, 
Arrives yesterday Morning. 

At about noon yesterday the iron 
bark Dochru, 080 reg., Cupt. Taylor, 
was brought into Esquimalt harbor by 
the tug Lome. 

The Qochra left London on June (i 
with a miscellaneous cargo, comprising 
1,460 tons dead weight, part of it sup- 
plies and powder for the naval yard, 
lint the greater part general merchan- 
dise consigned to R, P. Kithet it Co. 

After taking in powder at (iravesend, 
the Dochru, with fair weather, crossed 
the equator in exactly ono month. On 
August ti, two months from the date of 
sailing, the Capo was reached, in very 
bad weather. A continuation of heavy 
westerly gales kept the Dochru at the 
Cape for about a fortnight, during 
which time only a few vessels were 
sighted und none spoken. 

The line was crossed in the Pacific in 
long. 115, on September Is. After 
crossing the equator a hurricane was en- 
countered, the barometer falling to 
29.60. The storm .lid considerable 
damage to the sails, and the cargo 
shifted several times, but all was quickly 
made right again. 

San Francisco's latitude was reached 
on October 8, and the Straits were en- 
tered three days ago. 

This is Cupt. Taylor's first trip to 
Victoria and be is of the opinion that if 
he had kept a little further west on the 
run up, he would have reduced the 
length of his passage by a good many 
days. 

The Dochru is also a stranger to this 
port. She is a very staunch and fast 
bark, about eleven years old, and in her 
powers the captain has the greatest con- 
fidence. Mrs. 'fay lor, who with her 
infant nine months old accompanies her 
husband, bus for the past month been 
confined to her bed by sickness. 

After discharging her supplies for the 
naval yard, tlieDochra will be brought 
into Victoria harbor to unload her re. 
maiding cargo and afterwards take 011 
salmon for London.
